The first amphibian airplane for the United States navy 
has made its trial flights satisfactorily. Because it can land or 
take off on either land or water, the completion of the ma­ 
chine marks a new era in airplain development. No longer will 
the “land” aviator dread a forced landing in water, and the 
seaplane will feel quite as much at home on land as over 
the sea, 
Three pontoons are carried by the machine, one in the 
center and one at each wing tip. A retractable landing gear 
is provided, which enables the pilot to pull in the wheels when 
landing on water.

(By the Associated Press) 
TLLULAH, La., Jan. 25.— Cotton 
experts of the entire southwest held 
a series of meetings here tills week 
end to study meth6ds of elimination 
of boll weevil. Oklahomawasrepre- 
sented by C. R. Donart of Oklaho­ 
ma City, and men from other sec­ 
tions of the state. 
This city has been the center of 
experiments conducted 
in 
various 
weevil control methods by experts 
of the U. S. department of agricul­ 
ture, representatives jot the Louisi­ 
ana state agricultural board, rail­ 
roads and individuals. 
Among the various control m eth. 
ods worked out on farms near Tall­ 
ulah have been the molasses and 
dust sprays, both involving the use 
of 
poisons, pick-up machines for 
squares which have been punctured 
by the weevil and fallen to the 
ground, the trap method, which in­ 
volves the destruction 
of 
several 
rows of cotton 
planted 
niext 
to i 
woods and streams which provide 
hibernating 
places 
for 
the 
pest, 
intensive cultivation 
and 
hand­ 
picking of punctured squares, and 
the Florida method, which involves 
complete destruction of the first 
crop of squares in the early sum­ 
mer. 
One of the purposes of the meet­ 
ing, according to T. M. Jeffords, 
agricultural agent of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railroad, a lead­ 
er in organizing 
the 
experiment 
stations here, was inspection of the 
results obtained by 
the 
different 
methods. He pointed out that cotton 
growers in various sections of the 
belt in which the southern staple is 
produced have found certain m eth. 
ods best adapted to various condi­ 
tions and localities. 
He explained that the 
so-called 
Florida method, which has found 
favor in states in w'hieli the grow­ 
ing season is long enough to allow 
a second crop of squares to ma­ 
ture, has proven 
unsuccessful 
in 
other states where the growing sea­ 
son is shorter, interrupted either by 
drouth or cold weather. He said 
Oklahoma could probably have lit­ 
tle success with the method 
be­ 
cause m idsum m er drouths would 
tend to cut short the development 
of a second growth of squares. 
The spray and dust poisons have 
proven successful chiefly in sections 
where 
rain 
is 
infrequent 
in the 
season when application secures the 
best results, Jeffords said, because 
rains wash off the poisons from the 
plants. Pick-up machines, intensive 
cultivation and the trap methods 
have proven bf benefit in all dis­ 
tricts, he added, and are the most 
widely used in the southwest, in­ 
cluding Oklahoma, he pointed out. 
tin Oklahoma, Arkansas and Texas 
he said, it has been found that 
poisons are too expensive 
to 
be 
widely used, as their supply is lim­ 
ited, and intensive cultivation, with 
careful clean-up of fields after the 
crop is harvested, are most com­ 
mon methods of boll weevil suppres­ 
sion.

“ Dealers in Iritis

should be certain th a t th e pota­ 
toes they bu y for seed purposes are 
properly certified,” says F. M. Rolfs 
professor of horticulture at Okla­ 
homa A.

growers of potato table stock have 
form ed associations and certify the 
potatoes 
sold 
u nder ‘their 
name. 
Such tubers are certified for do­ 
mestic consumption and^are not in­ 
tended for seed purposes. . Such a 
certificate has little value as far 
as the grower is concerned. 
“ The seed stock certificates states 
its purpose clearly and gives the 
percentage of diseased

Any of the advertised lice pow­ 
ders and many of the home made 
powders seem to work very well 
for a short time. Their result, how­ 
ever, are only tem porary, thus in­ 
volving considerable labor in hold­ 
ing down this trouble. Good dust 
wallow handy to the poultry house 
also adds considerably to control­ 
ling this pest. 
Sodium florid can also be used 
to control lice. This is a common 
preparation which can be obtained 
at any drug store. It is applied by 
what is known as the pinch method. 
A 
pinch 
should be 
worked 
into 
the fluff of the tail, a pinch under 
each wing, a pinch on the back, and 
a pinch worked into the neck feath­ 
ers. This treatm en t seems to work 
very well.

wealth. This rise has been rapid, 
though certainly concrete and sub­ 
stantial.

our agricultural

sources, poultry has played an im* 
portant part and especially so in 
recent years. As agriculture is the 
fundam ental basis of all industry, 
so 
is 
poultry 
dairying 
aud 
the

sential factors in a successful agri­ 
cu ltu ral industry.
